The deadline to file for the 
school board election was April 
9th at 4:00 p.m. At that time 5 peo¬ 
ple filed for the two available po¬ 
sitions. 

Filing were Richard Coate, 
April Frayer, Cheryle Buckley, 
Kenneth Berlinn (incumbent), 
and Patricia Johnson. 

Eva Webb, board member for 
the last 4 years decided to not run 
again for her spot on the board so 
that she can pursue a career in 
family counseling. About her time 
on the board Ms. Webb said, “I 
loved it because it was a desire in 
my heart to support the children, 
teachers, and administrators.” 
Ms. Webb felt that the forte of her 
time on the board was the new 
pool being built at Romulus High 
School. She added, “My motto is 
to do the best that I can do to help 
someone.” 

Why Are They Running? 

Mr Berlinn is the current Vice 
President of the School Board, 
and has been a member of the 
board for 19 years. Berlinn ex¬ 
plained his run for office, “Things 
still have to be done. There are 
building projects to complete, and 
MEAP Scores to raise. I want to 
make sure our kids are getting a 
good education.” 

Candidate Richard Coate, Fbrd 
engineer says that his experi¬ 
ences as a manufacturing engi¬ 
neer and systems analyst would 
help him bring a better under¬ 
standing of technology to the dis¬ 
trict “My wife and her mother 
went through Romulus School. I 
have two older daughters who 
completed their education in Ro¬ 
mulus,schools, and a third daugh¬ 
ter in the 8th grade in Romulus 
Schools. I think it is a good time 
for me to give back to the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

(Toate’s two older daughters 
are in college so Coate’s feels Ro- 
mulus Schools are working. 
About the schools Coate’s com¬ 
mented, “I think they’re doing a 
good job and I would like to help 
them be successful.” 

Coate’s first considered run¬ 
ning for school board when he 
heard that board member Alan 
Lambert was deciding to run for 
mayor, and that his seat would 
soon be opening up. E^ven though 
his seat is not yet available. Coate 
decided to run now. He comment¬ 
ed, “I just feel it is a good time to 
do it, while I still have a child in 
the school district” Coate said 
that he has been told verbally that 
he would be supported by a cou¬ 
ple of current school boai^ mem¬ 


bers, and will be seeking the sup¬ 
port of the teachers union. 

Two of the women mnning are 
parents who have concerns about 
specific deficiencies in the Romu¬ 
lus schools. 

Candidate, and mother of a Ro¬ 
mulus High School Sophomore, 
Cheryle Buckley decided to run to 
help bring student test scores up. 
“I hope to bring a fresh perspec¬ 
tive, a parent’s point of view. I 
want to assure that our kids get a 
quality education, and can be 
competitive with the schools in 
the surrounding areas. I want 
them to be prepared for the 
MEAR SAT, and ACT tests so that 
they will be able to meet the next 
level of education,” said Buckley, 
22 year GM employee, and life¬ 
long resident of l^mulus. 

Buckley added, “Some parents 
feel their voice is not heard 
through the board or the adminis¬ 
tration. I would just like my voice 
to be heaixi on behalf of the par¬ 
ents. My whole family has been 
through Romulus Schools so I 
have a steak in Romulus Schools. 
I feel that I can make a difference 
to insure a good education.” 

Licensed Real Estate Agent Pa¬ 
tricia Johnson takes a special in¬ 
terest in the Head Start Progi'am 
in Romulus Schools, and hopes to 
bring them up to a higher stan¬ 
dard. Johnson said, “I am run¬ 
ning, not so much to be a board 
member, but because of things 
that our schools are doing to effect 
our funding. The district is cut¬ 
ting programs that help our stu¬ 
dents, and especially hurt single 
parent led families.” 

Johnson is a volunteer who 
serves on the Wayne County Poli¬ 
cy (Council for Head Start, and on 
the Guidance Onter Policy Com¬ 
mittee for the Head Start Pro¬ 
gram. She commented, “We have 
resources for our head start sys¬ 
tem, but it is in the hands of peo¬ 
ple that don’t know how it is sup¬ 
posed to be run. Programs are not 
making it to reach the children 
they are supposed to help. Money 
is not being properly spent It is 
time to be concerned about the 
child and what is best for them.” 

The mother of an 8 year old, 
two 3 year old twins, and an 18 
month old, Johnson added, 
“There needs to be parent’s on 
our school board because it is 
about having the best for all of our 
children. A lot of board members 
will sit at the board meetings but 
they are not in our school systems 
to see what is happening. It is our 
responsibility as a parent to get in 
there to see what is going on.” 

Johnson would like to see the 
school board meetings televised.

Van Bom widening begins 


Work begins this week on the 
long awaited $5.5 million dollar 
Van Bom road improvement pro¬ 
ject. The widening and recon¬ 
struction of Van Born between 
Inkster and Merriman roads may 
create inconveniences for the 
time being, but officials promise 
smooth sailing once the project is 
completed in June, 2002. 

“Van Bom is pretty in some 
places,” said the county’s highway 
engineer, Kevin Maillard. “The 
original two lanes of Van 
Bom...laid in 1927 are still there. 
Once you get 80 years out of a 


pavement. I’d say it’s outlived its 
usefulness, and it’s time to recon- 
stuct it” 

“When this work is done...the 
entire length of Van Bom Road, 
from Canton Center to the South- 
field Freeway will be smooth and 
pothole-free,” added Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Executive Edward McNamara 

Dan’s Excavating of Shelby 
Township will begin this week 
tearing out the two westbound 
lanes between Merriman and 
Inkster, and installing under¬ 
ground storm sewers. The work 
will begin at Inkster and move 


westward to Merriman over the 
next few weeks. Officials have 
promised that one lane will re¬ 
main open for traffic at all times. 

Cameron Priebe, Wayne 
County Director of Public Ser¬ 
vices said, “There will be some 
delays as a result of the lane re¬ 
ductions, but we won’t have to 
come back for up to thirty years.” 

Traffic on Van Born ranges 
from 25,(X)0 to 30,0(X) vehicles per 
day. When Van Bom is complete, 
the road will accommodate up to 
45,000 vehicles per day.

Despite the rumors, Mayor 
Bivens alive and recovering 


Hold up on those cards of sympathy. 
Don’t order flowers, just yet Despite 
all the rumors to the contrary, former 
longtime Inkster Mayor Ed Bivens is 
alive and laughing. 

When Bivens took sick last week 
with a stroke, and was hospitalized in 
intensive care for several days, the ru¬ 
mor mill started churning at double 
time. By FViday, I was being told by a 
couple sources that Bivens was dead, 
and was in a real quandary as to 
whether we should print that in our 
Sunday paper or not 

To compound the quandary, our 
Inkster reporter and 35-year year 
friend of the mayor’s, Tom Mooradian 
was on a short vacation. He had talked 
to January Bivens, the mayor’s wife 
before he left and knew the situation 
was grave. I just knew, however, if Biv- 
en’s were to die, Mooradian, on vaca¬ 
tion or not, would be one of the first to 
know. 

Well, I’m sure glad we refrained 
from announcing the former mayor’s 
death. Mooradian called me Monday 
morning and said, “No way, I just 
talked to the guy, and he’s laughing at 
all these people that have him in his 
grave already.” 

Farther, Mooradian reported that 
wife January said she expects to bring 
Bivens home soon, and they are hop¬ 
ing for a full and speedy recovery. 


Bivens jok¬ 
ingly told 
Mooradian, 
the two had 
made a pact 
along time 
ago that 
they would 
go to heaven together, and that both 
men have a lot of productive year’s 
left. 

This is certainly good news. The can¬ 
tankerous Bivens, who lost the may- 
oral seat to Hilliard Hampton two 
years ago, is widely regarded as an as¬ 
tute politician and the man behind 
many of Inkster’s improvements. 

A former writer, Bivens has had a 
special relationship with the Inkster 
Ledger-Star and Mooradian, calling 
and talking a couple times weekly 
about what he liked and disliked in 
the newspaper Never a loss for words, 
he and Mooradian would argue at the 
top of their lungs over the phone, or in 
person, only to conclude with kind 
words and a shake of hands. 

We look forward to the mayor’s as¬ 
corbic tongue and wit for many years 
to come. As an elder statesman along 
with longtime former councilperson 
James Colleran, his words of wisdom 
and keen sense of history will help the 
youth brigade as they slowly integrate 
into Inkster politics. 



ME AP standards are flawed 


If you thought the Michigan Ed¬ 
ucational Assessment Program 
(MEAP) test results by school dis¬ 
trict (released a couple of months 
ago) were shocking, wait until you 
see the results by individual 
schools. 

The Michigan Board of Educa¬ 
tion appears to have painted itself 
into a comer and isn’t sure what 
to do. The test, results by individ¬ 
ual schools were to be used to 
identify “failing” schools and to 
determine whether or not accred¬ 
itation would be withdrawn from 
those not meeting the minimum 
state standards. 

The criteria to be used were 
announced in advance of release 
of the test results, and quite possi¬ 
bly before the state had analyzed 
those results. Schools would be 
deemed failing if at least 25% of 
students taking the test did not 
pass in each of three areas; math, 
reading and science. 

The list of failing schools was to 
have been released last week, but 
has been postponed. Last Sunday 
the Detroit News published a list¬ 
ing of test scores by individual 
schools in Livingston, Oakland 
and Wayne counties. Using the 
pre-announced criteria, very few 
schools “passed.”

State Board of Education Pres¬ 
ident Kathleen Straus was quoted 
as saying, “We’re very concerned 
that there is such a large number 
of under-performing schools. The 
25-percent standard didn’t seem 
like a difTicult hurdle when we 
adopted it, but we may have to re¬ 
view this whole business.” In oth¬ 
er words, the standards are sub¬ 
ject to change according to politi¬ 
cal considerations. 

Indeed, the 25% standard is 
questionable at best Remember, 
this only means that one quarter 
of students (taking the test) met 
state standards, whatever they 
are. When this writer was going to 
(public) school, if you got the right 
answer less than 70% of the time 
on a test you flunked. What is the 
state standaixl now? 

Even if a student has to get at 
least 70% correct answers today to 
meet “state standards”; it is unac¬ 
ceptable for 75% or more failing to 
meet that low threshold. 



That the MEAP tests are fatally 
flawed, as currently conducted, is 
obvious. For starters, not all stu¬ 
dents take the test The state ig¬ 
nores tests where less than ten 
students participated. Charges 
have been made that some 
schools discourage their under¬ 
achieving students from taking the 
tests. Until all students are re¬ 
quired to take the test there is no 
valid assessment of the individual 
school to be made. One suspects 
the results would be even more 
dismal if all students were re¬ 
quired to take the tests. 

The second, and most impor¬ 
tant question is “what is being 
tested?” Some critics say the tests 
ask about values and attitudes 
rather than factual knowledge. If 
that is true, how can there be any 
“objective” grading of the an¬ 
swers? 

Finally, is there a “match” be¬ 
tween what is being taught and 
what is being tested? Until there 
is, low test scores will be the norm. 

Parents need to investigate 
both the cuniculum in the child’s 
school and the test questions. It 
could be that neither is what the 
parents really consider proper ed¬ 
ucation.

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Millage follows Wrong Way Jones 


Remember Wrong Way Jones, 
the football player who ran almost 
100 yards in the wrong direction 
and scored a touchdown against 
his own team? 

Though he meant well and ran 
swiftly — too fast for his team¬ 
mates to tackle him — his faulty 
sense of direction burned his own 
side. 

I bring him up because I fear 
that the Westland City Council 
may be running in the wrong di¬ 
rection if it penalizes taxpayers 
for a previous council and current 
mayor’s mistake without also cor¬ 
recting the mistake. 

The mistake was approving a 
30-year extension of the city’s 
pricey incineration contract based 
on dubious financial calculations 
that few other cities were inept 
enough to make at a time when 
many incinerators were going 
bust 

The penalty is the millions of 
extra dollars Westland taxpayers 
are being forced to pay for the 
mistake, a penalty that will be ex¬ 
tended if taxpayers renew the 
city’s one-mill incinerator millage, 
which expires June 30. 

Yet, except for Sandy Cicirelli, 
Dennis LeMaitre, and Richard 
LeBlanc, council members are 
acting as if the incinerator debt is 
the fault of the citizens, not the 
politicians who agreed to pay a 
$59-per-ton tipping fee instead of 
$10-$12 one. (I hope that newbies 
Eileen DeHart, Joe Eadeh, Jim 
Godbout, and Robert Stottlemyer 
come fonvard too.) 

How could council members 
willing agree to pay five-to-six 
times the going rate, you ask? 

Because numbers can be made 
to lie. Here’s how: Back in the 
mid-nineties, before Westland 
signed on to extending the incin¬ 
eration contract, Erik Schaeffer, 
then the Authority’s director, per¬ 
suaded city council members that 
there was no cost advantage in fa¬ 
vor of landfills. 

He did this by comparing the

cost of incineration to cost of 
dumping Westland’s household 
garbage in something called a 
“dedicated landfill cell.” 

The comparison should have, 
at the very least, raised red flags 
or, at the most brought in the bun¬ 
co squad, because no other city 
around here dumps at a dedicat¬ 
ed landfill. I didn’t even know 
what one was, so when I asked 
Schaeffer, he explained that it was 
a landfill cell used by only one 
customer. 

He argued that potential con¬ 
tamination liability required the 
Central Wayne County Incinerator 
Authority to use a dedicated land¬ 
fill cell. 

At the time, the requirement 
raised the cost projections for 
land-filling by $7 a ton or $742,(X)0 
per year, making them almost as 
much as incineration — almost as 
much as the $8(X),(XX) per year that 
the proposed millage will bring in. 

These were the figures pre¬ 
sented to the Westland City Coun- 
cil and were the basis for the 
council’s approval (that and pres¬ 
sure from unions: construction 
workers unions, whose members 
would profit from expanding the 
incinerator; and the incinerator 
workers union, who members 
could keep their jobs). 

However, the figures were, at 
best, a joke for several reasons.’ 
Oakland County officials, who I in¬ 
terviewed at the time, ridiculed 
the dedicated landfill require¬ 
ment. It not only an off-the-wall 
proposal, but if anything, it could 
have increased the Authority’s lia¬ 
bility by making the Authority en¬ 
tirely responsible for contamina¬ 
tion from that cell. 

Worse, when the incinerator 
was shut down, the Authority used 
a regular landfill. Judged by their 
actions, it’s doubtful even the Au¬ 


thority would consider using a 
dedicated landfill cell when mon¬ 
ey was on the line. 

Despite the evidence, a majori¬ 
ty of the city council, urged on by 
Mayor Bob Thomas and his de¬ 
partment of public service, voted 
to extend the contract, burdening 
taxpayers with millions of extra 
dollars in incineration costs for 30 
more years. 

This is the problem, not taxpay¬ 
ers’ unwillingness to pay their fair 
share of garbage disposal costs. 

The problem is that the mayor 
and previous council’s decision 
will devastate the city’s budget in 
a few years, unless taxpayers 
cleanup the mess. 

While taxpayers have no 
choice but to come through or lose 
city services, I feel that they will 
be making a mistake unless the 
millage is linked to corrective 
measures. Otherwise, what will 
protect taxpayers from having to 
pay six times too much for water, 
snow plowing, or playing three-on- 
three basketball at the Bailey 
Recreation Center? 

A garbage millage that does not 
force the mayor and city council to 
hire a special attorney expert in 
trash litigation go to court to break 
the incineration contract is, like 
Wrong Way Jones, running to the 
wrong goal line. 

Many other local governments, 
with much less cause, broke their 
incineration contracts in the 
nineties: two in Oakland County 
and one (Jenesee. A few years ago, 
a lawsuit shut down the Clinton 
incinerator because the court said 
that incinerator hindered compe¬ 
tition. 

Some other communities pre¬ 
vailed in court by arguing that 
they had been misled into con¬ 
tracting for incineration, accord¬ 
ing to a WoZZ Street Journal article. 

Given the misleading informa¬ 
tion about the Authority’s sup¬ 
posed need for a dedicate land¬ 
fill cell, I suggest pursuing the last 
courae of action. 

If the council does that, we can 
finally call them Right Way Jones,

Cop’s open letter to Judge Carolyn Archbold 


Dear Judge Archbold; 

I would like to report that I was 
recently in your courtroom and, 
while there I witnessed a crime.

As a police officer, I have been 
in many courtrooms and have lis¬ 
tened to many judges hand out 
sentences.

But on Tues¬ 
day, I witnessed you “sentence” a 
women charged with assault and 
battery on a police officer to 
NOTHnSfG. No sentence. No fine. 
Why? Because she had a good 
grade point average? Because she 
was going to Michigan State? Be¬ 
cause she was charged a cover fee 
to enter the establishment she 
was at the night of the assault? 

You were not there when 
Wayne Police called for assistance 
from four neighboring depart¬ 
ments because of the near riot 


that was going on at Wayne Bowl 
that night I was there. Charging a 
cover didn’t cause the riot In fact 
it wasn’t caused by anything done 
by Wayne Bowl. TVvo girls fighting 
over a boy caused it Unfortunate¬ 
ly, there were hundreds of young 
adults that decided to join in the 
rowdiness, including Miss Hill. 
Several fights broke out We didn’t 
hesitate for a moment to assist 
our fellow officers because they 
needed help. That night, there 
were easily 30 people that should 
have gone to jail. Out of those, on¬ 
ly 3 went. Why? Because they 
were tfie most serious offendei's. 

The disoixlerly pei'sons could 
be warned. The ti'espassers could 
be warned. The people that went 
to jail were the ones who jeopar¬ 
dized everyone’s safety that night 

Wliy is it that a simple A&B is a 
90-day misdemeanor and A&B on 
a PO. a two-year misdemeanor? If 
I had to guess, I would say it’s be¬ 
cause our legislatoi's recognized a 
long time ago that to assault an of¬ 
ficer who is doing his/lier duty is a 
serious offense. It is a slap in the 
face to our justice system. A mes¬ 
sage was intended to be sent to all 
would-be offenders. What mes¬ 


sage did you send Judge Arch- 
bold? 

I will acknowledge that this 
was not tlie crime of the centuiy I 
will concede and assure you my 
injuiy was not serious. That is not 
the point. The fact remains, it 
could have been. 

Does Miss Hill have to think 
about her crime while she spends 
time in jail? Will she ponder her 
mistake while picking up trash on 
the work progi’am? Will she real¬ 
ize her wi'ong as she has to pay a 
fine from some hard-earned sav¬ 
ings? Or while she at least is made 
to turn and apologize to the offi¬ 
cer she assaulted, will she ask for 
forgiveness? The answer is no. 
Because she didn’t have to do any 
of this. 

Judge Archbold, whether you 
realize it or not, there are men 
and women protecting you right 
now. They put their lives on the 
line for you and every other citi¬ 
zen every day they go to work. 
Some of them never get to go 
home. They’ve paid the ultimate 
price for your freedom. They are 


police officers and yes, even they 
can be victims of crime. 

As a judge, the citizens put 
their trust in you that people will 
be safe in their communities, 
That, when caught and tried, of¬ 
fenders will be punished and 
taught a lesson. And because of 
this belief, people sleep better at 
night and are happy Police offi¬ 
cers are citizens too. We live in 
your community and desire the 
same assurance that offenders 
will be punished. We’ve earned 
the right to see justice served. 

It’s not too late Judge Archbold. 
You still wield great power from 
the bench. You have the opportu¬ 
nity to hush your critics (and trust 
me, they’re out there) and assert 
yourself as a champion of justice.* 
Your community has put great 
trust in you. Please don’t take it for 
granted.

I’ve attended most of the policy 
and procedure meetings and the 
ethics committee meetings, and 
they are not only pixxiuctive and 
civil but educational as well. And 
things are moving quickly toward 
a charter review committee — 
something that is long overdue. 

I may be wrong, but it seems 
that Mayor Thomas shuns commu- 
nity participation, and here I 
thought that meant good govern¬ 
ment 

I hope all the voters in West- 
land take these things into consid¬ 
eration when they vote either in 
the primary and/or general elec¬ 
tion — be it for mayor or council 
person. 

This should be a very active 
and interesting year as there will 
be six council seats to fill and the 
mayor’s seat and the possibility of 
voting on electing or appointing 


the city clerk. 

I really believe this last year or 
two has proven that every vote 
matters and that you can make a 
difference if you use your right to 
vote and speak your mind. These 
changes would not have hap¬ 
pened without the hard work and 
participation of all those who 
have voted. 

There’s a school board election 
coming up in June, and I hope it’s 


a record turnout I can’t say this 
enough. If everyone who can and 
is registered to vote votes, it will 
make a huge difference in West- 
land, not to mention it would 
shock the leadership, for Westland 
is noted for low voter turn out — 
not that it’s different from most 
other communities. 

I hope everyone keeps them¬ 
selves well-informed and watches 
the'council meetings and reads 
the local papers for voting infor¬ 
mation as the elections get nearer 
Something that should now be 
easier for many since WLND has 
begun showing local shows, such 
as the council and planning com¬ 
mission meetings, along with oth¬ 
er local interest programming
